Methods of the United States Loan and 
Trust Company as Told by a Banker. 

The United States Loan and Trust com- 
pany occupies officesin the Rookery Build- 
ing adjoining Dwiggins, Starbuck & Co’s. of- 
fice and a door in the partition wall farnishes 
access from one office to the other. The 
United States Loan and Trust company’s 
offices are fitted up in expensive style. The 
La Salle street front of the largest room is 
fenced over with a glass partition. on the 
dour of which is painted Directors.

Columbia Failute Probably Involves a 
Long List of Country Qoncerns, 
Inpranapotis, Ind,, May 11.—[{Special. |— 
It is feared here that the Columbia National 
Bank of Chicago mw y carry down with it about 
twenty-five banks seattered over the northern 
part of Indiana, The full extent of the crash 
on banking institutions in this State can only 
be estimated until more definite information 
is given out from Chicago, The business of the 
old United States National Bank of Chicago 
has been closely watched by bankers here for 
the reason that Zimri Dwigeins and J. M. 
Starbuck were bankers formerly at Union 
City and Rensselaer respectively in Indiana. 
Soon after going to Chicago men in- 
augurated a system of establishing banks in 
Indiana which attracted the attention 
of the Western banking world. While 
it never resulted in any investigation 
beyond the ordinary examiuation of State 
Controllers, u never secured the confidence of 
old bankers, and hence there was little sur- 
prise when the failure was announced. Ace- 
cording to the deseription given by bankers 
here, whenever the Chicago concern decided 
to establish a bank at any town it secured the 
codéperation of local businese-men, had them 
put in a stated amount of stock, the Chicago 
bank taking an equal amount. Instead, how. 
ever, of the Chicago people depositing. their 
money they cave new bank 
eredit in Chicago for whatever 
amount of stock was ‘subscrived by m. 
By this method of credit the Chicago concern 
could assist in organising a comparatively 
limitless number of small banks, thus estab- 
lishing for iteelf a numerous clien for col - 
lections and exchange . e The list of 
banks thus related to Columbia National 
as learned here today is as follows:

Interesting Exhibit Showing the Value of 
the Proposed Route Between the At- 
lantic and Pacific Oceans—Céntury Com- 

pany Receives Friends in Its Handsome 

Commissioner Entertains Representa- 
tives of Other Foreign Countries. 

At last the Nicaragua Canal is in working 
order. Water was turned through the chan- 
nel at 2-o’clock yesterday afternson a 
crowd of guests who gathered in one of 
balconies of the Transportation Building had 
the whole thing explained to them by P. H. 
Bevier, who represents the canal company at 
the Exposition. 

The exhibit comprises a complete model of 
the canal and contiguous territory as it will 
appear when completed, the vertical scale 
ing 1 to 2,000 and the horizontal scale 1 to 
80,000. This variance in scales was necessary 
in order to sbow in detail the locks and cuts 
and fills which are still to be built. Starting 
at Greytown, on the eastern coast, where sev- 


eral millions of dollars have already been 22 


pended in the construction of break wa 
and a harbor, the channel runs west for thir- 
ty-one miles to a point where three locks will 
be constructed. Here the main channel of 
the San Juan River is adopted as the course, 
and thence for sixty-four and a half tniles into 
Lake Nicaragua there is comparatively easy 
sailing. 

On the model all the cuts and fills are 
marked in red, and Mr. Bevier explains that 
instead of making deep cuts through the rock 
wherever possible dams will be built, and the 
country flooded toa depth which will allow 
good-sized vessels to clear. For this purpose 
the government has granted the company ail 
the land which it may need. 

Passing through Lake Nicaragua the pro- 
posed canal finds outlet to the Pacific through 
the Tola basin. 

The total distance from ocean to ocean 
over the proposed route is 169.4 miles, The 
plans and surveys were long ago completed, 
and a railroad has been built from Greytown, 
on the east, to the first lock thirty-one miles 
in the interior. The harbor of ‘Greytown, 
formerly rendered useless by shifting sand 
bars, has been dredged out so that an average 
depth of water of 12 feet prevails. The ex- 
penditures of the company up to the present 
time amount to about 000,000, total 
cost of completing the work was éstimated by 
the chief engineer of the company at $66,000,- 
000. These res were referred to a com- 
mission of civil engineers, who after con- 
sultation decided upon $88,000,000 as the 
largest amount which under the most adverse 
circumstances would be necessary. Mr. 
Bevier says that whether or not. the govern- 
ment concludes to aid the enterprise the com- 
ee to carry on the 
work to completion. Already d are at 
work over twenty-seven miles of route, 
and thelength of free navigation in lake, 
river, and basins is estimated at 143 miles. As 
an instance of the saving in time and dis- 
tance Mr. Bevier points out that while by the 

resent steam routes New York and San 

rancisco are 13,200 miles apart, when the 
canal is completed vessels can make the 
journey by covering but 5,000 miles. A savi 
almest as great can be made by vessels sai 
ing between European ports and those of the 


Pacific.

There was a pleasant tinkle of glasses in the 
Belgian sechon of Manufactures Build 
yesterday afternoon. Around the exhibite 
were drawn curtains, and Columbian Guards 
barred the way to all except those who bore 
the magic tickets of admission. Within Sen- 
ator Vercruisse, President of the Belgian 
Commission, met his guests with a hearty 
smile and a cordial weléome. In spite of the 
disagreeable weather abouta hundred men, 
among them the other foreign Commission- 
ers to the Exposition, called during the after- 
noon to pay their respects to the commission 
and to admire their work. Lambert Tree, 
who has been appointed honary counsel of 
the com mission, acted as a general master of 
ceremonies, 

While it is true that many of the great 
cases in this section are not yet filled, enough 
has been done to show the scope and character 
of the exhibit. Alresdy in place are splendid 
examples of Belgian pottery, rivaling in 
beauty and finish the wonderful goods shown 
in the French and Japanese sections, There 
are also great cases full of the finest products 
of the famous Belgian looms and one entire 
alcove is given up to a display of Belgian fire- 
arma, chiefly sporting pieces and fancy rifles. 


BURNING UP THE GARBAGE, 


All the Refuse at the World’s Fair Grounds 
Destroyed by Fite. 

Fifty barrels of sewage sludge and twelve 
loads of garbage were burned to four barrels 
of ashes by the Engle crematory at the 
World’s Fair grounds last night: Nota whiff 
of smoke came from the 50-foot smokestack 
and a person with the most delicate olfactory 
nerves would never have known what was go- 
ing on inside the building even if within five 
feet of it. 

This was the first practical test of the cre. 
matory. A preliminary bonfire was held 
Tuesday night, when eight loads of garbage 
and twelve barrels of wales from the cleans- 
ing plant were consumed by one furnace in 


an hour and a half. Early yesterday morning 


six loads of garbage and twenty-five barrels 
of sludge were burned, and the furnaces will 
be started again today and kept going until 
the end of the Exposition. 

The combustion is accomplished by spray- . 
ing fuel oil through a new form of hydro- 
carbon burner. Anelectric motor is osed, 
power * Se by the Exposition 
company. motor is of twelve kilowatt 
force, 3 a blower giving an air pressure 
of from twelve to eight ounces ner square 
inch of pipe opening. The air takes up the 
stream of oil and atomizes it, carrying it from 
six to ten feet over the pile of garbage. The 
air for the combustion of the sludge is 
brought through a separate line from a coil 
of pipes pl in the stack through which all 
the heat of the furnace passes. This heats the 
air driven thruugh the coil to a temperature 
of 300° to 400°. 

By the use of eight ounces of compressed 
air combined with the system of heated air 
the same results of heat are obtained as by

WALL STREET “ STRINGENCY.” 

A telegram from New York says “ the 
loan market [there] is still accessible only to 
people who have gilt-edge stocks and bonds 
to put up as collateral,’ and that no change 
for the better has occurred in the commercial 
money market. The phrase “ gilt-edge” is 
generally applied to securities which are sup- 
posed to be good enough to constitute se- 
curity for the money borrowed on them, and 
it means nothing more than that. Money or 
credit is always obtainable on such collateral, 

matter how “tight” the market may be, 

ugh in times of real stringency, which 
means much the same thing as lack of confi- 
dence that present quotations of sell mg 
value will be sustained, there is apt to be a 
cutting down of the amount which the owner 
of capital is willing to lend on a stated col. 
lateral. 

When things are “booming” and every- 
body expects the selling prices of property 
will continue to rise, there is little difficulty 
in borrowing well up to the face of really 
good securities, and often it is possible to ob- 
tain the use of money on deposit of paper, 
the value of whieli as a source of income is 
decidedly probiematical. The ease in the 
money market enables people to borrow for 
the floating of loose schemes speculatively, 
and in preparing for excessive production, 
both of which are necessarily followed by 


|’ depression and stringency, as naturally as

It is gravely annvuncea by one of the mem- 
bers of the committee from the art centers of 
Wyomm and Utah that all the programs of 
the concerts in the World’s Fair scheme of 
music must be revised, th assure all parties 
that fair treatment will be accorded.” All 
what parties? The pianomakers, the fiddle- 
makers, the harpmakers, the bass-drum- 
makers, or the gentlemen from tne art centers 
of West Virginia, Utah, Wyoming, and Arkan- 
sas? It generally has been supposed that 
programs on occasions like this are made in 
the interests of music pure and simple, and 
not in the interest of exhibiters, or instrument- 
makers, or Commissioners from certain sec- 
tions of the country. It generally has been 
considered also that it requires an expert de- 
gree of skill and long experience to nake a 
good program which shall demonstrate music- 
al scholarship and illustrate the highest 
achievements of the art. We certainly want 
nothing less than this in the musical depart- 
ment of the World's Fair, The finest pictures 
and statues and the highest accomplishments 
of architectural skill should be accompanied 
by the best there is in music in Music Hall. 
The most ample arrangements have been 
made for popular music in the open air. 
There is music by excellent bands all day for 
the people, and they are enjoying it and don’t 
care a copper who made the instruments. 
But the musie in Music Hall is for these who 
want to hear the higher music. Must the pro- 
gram for these entertainments be revised by the 
gentlemen from Utah, Arkansas, and Wyom- 
ing or by the manufacturers of zithers, accor: 
dions, and baby grands? But whether revised 
by them or by any one else, those who wish to 
hear the best music will protest that the work 
of the program-maker par excellence shall be 
let alone. 

Why should these programs be revised? 
Do the National Commissioners fear that they 
may contain something wicked? Are they 
alarmed lest they may be immodest? If so, 
we can understand why Utah and Arkansas 
and Wyoming are making such a clamor. Are 
they concerned leat some favoritism will be 
shown to some exhibiter or non-exhibiter, and 
hence propose to purge the programs? Per- 
haps the gentlemen from the art centers are 
laboring under the delusion that Beethoven, 
Schubert, Mendelesohn, Bach, Wagner, and 
the rest of the immortal company who figure 
on the programs are in the musical manufact- 
uring business, and are not exhibiting. If so, 
they should rest easy, as nine-tenths of those 
whose names are on the programs are now in 
their graves, and in their lives never cared 
who made the instruments they used so long 
as they were the best. Isn’t it about time for 
all concerned to quit this silly business and 
end the wrangle? But if it must continue 
we implore the National Commission not to 
submit to the dictation of Utah, Wyoming, 
Arkansas, Kansas, and West Virginia any 
longer. If these gentiemen are to dictate 
what music shall be performed it would be 
better 40 close Music Hall altogether. If 
they are to say what kind of programs Theo- 
adore Thomas shall make it will only be a 
question of time how soon they will presume 
to dictate what tempo he shall use and how 
many beats he shall make to a measure, 


TO SMASH THE COAL COMBINE. 

The official invitation of Minnesota to the 
Governors of the diffetent States to send 
delegates to a convertion to act in reference 
to the coal monopoly has been responded to 
favorably by. a majority of the officials ad- 
dressed. In pursuance of his instructions by 
the Legislature of his State, Gov. Nelson has 
issued a call for a convention to be held in 
Central Music Hall in this city the first Mon- 
day’ and Tuesday in June. The cail states 
that Chicago was chosen as the place for hold- 
ing the convention because it was so desired 
by a majority of the Governors, their reason 
being that a larger and more representative 
gathering can be had and the States be more 
fully and genérally represented than at any 
other point that might have been selected. 
Undoubtedly the opinion ‘s correct, as the 
World's Fair will furnish an attraction addi- 
tional to the previously existing facts which 
constitute this city.as the great focus of infiu- 
entiai action for the whole country. 

The States and Territories which have prom- 
ised to send delegates are Maine, Massachu- 
setts, Pennsylvania, Maryland, North and 
South Carolina, West Virginia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Tennessee, Illinois, Iowa, Arkansas, 
Kansas, Nebraska, South and North Dakota, 
Nevada, Montana, Tdaho, Colorado, Arizona, 
New Mexico, and California, Ia Michigan 
and Rhode Island the matter is under con. 
sideration, and some others may decide to fall 
into lind now that a majority have resolved 
to be represented in the convention. So there 
is room to hope that effective action will be 
taken in regard to the great coal combine 
which has covered the Northern States with a 
huge blanket of monopoly that is “ plunder- 
ing the people of those States of millions of 
dollars annually.” 

The action outlined for the convention is 
comprehensive. It is that the delegates shall 
confer together and formulate such remedial 
measures as may be necessary to abate the 
great evil, and submit the same to their re- 
spective States and to the next Congress of 
the United States for consideration and 
action; also to take ali other steps which they 
may bein Wits end proper for the prosecution 
of menibers of the unlawful coal combination 
in their respective States.

The following is an extract from a letter 
printed in yesterday’s Trrnvuxs, written by a 
well-known citizen, Mr. Thomas S. Chard:

its neglect of homeless curs 
and its specialty of ne dogs, The abuse of tak- 
ing these pets from the side and sometimes from 
the arms of their owaers and delivering them, 
bruised and bitten, at an inaccessible pound has 
flourished long enough under Alderm neglect, 
and the purpose of this letter is to ask all who 
love man’s dumb companion to work for a 
modification of the laws under which such abuses 
are possible. The matter should be turned over 
to the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals. 

This statement is, if anything, too mild, 
It would be difficult to find language which 
would be too strong to use in condemning the 
| brutality and greed of the dog-catchers. The 
latter do not cate to seize any but valuable 
animals, because the probabilities are that they 
will be reclaimed and the poundmaster will 


get fees, which he does not get when some, 


worthless cur is sent to the pound. 

The ordinance provides that— 

No dog shall be subject to molestation while on 
the premises of its owner or keeper, and any offi- 
cer of the City of Chicago or other person who 
shall invade private premises to capture, entice, 
or take any dag out of the inclesure of the pos- 
sessor of such dug, or who shall molest or seize 
any dog while held or led by a line or chain * 
any person, shall on conviction be fined, 

This ordinance is continually being violated. 
Valuable dogs are enticed off the owner’s 
premises so that the, dog-catcher’s business 
may be a more profitable one. It is not safe 
for a child to take a pet dog out on the street, 
though it have a collar and license tag and is 
held or led. The poundkeeper’s subordinate 
does not care whether the provisions of the 
law have been complied with or not. His sole 
object is to catch animals which will pay fees. 
If a dog happens to jump out of its mistress 
arms in his presence he will seize it and carry 
off her property heedless of ber entreaties, 
for the pqundmaster gets 50 cents for the ex- 
pense of taking up each dog which is re- 
claimed and 25 centa@ day for the cost of 
keeping it. All dogi u reste ed are re- 
quired to be destroyed... thers: hava been 
times when the law was not obeyed ia the 
case of valuable animals; fot they were sold.

It is right that ordinarices about licensing 
dogs should be enforced, that vagabond dogs 
should be picked up.and destroyed, but it is 
not proper that property rights should be 
wantonly violated or the laws of humanity out- 
raged by brutal emiployés of the city. Mayor 
Harrison has just appointed a new pouud- 
keeper. Cannot he use tris influence with that in- 
dividual so as to make him select subordinates 
who will not break the ordinances and play 
the part of highway robbers? And cannot the 
Council amend the deg ordinance so that it 
may not be used for purposes of ruffidnly ex- 
tortion? 
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RAILROAD EMPLOYES AND THE SUPREME 
- Court. 

A decision was made by the Supreme Court 
of the United States last week which will lead 
probably to a demand on Congress by the 
employés of the great railroads of the country 
for legislation for their benefit. The case 
passed on was that of a fireman employed on 
the Ohio Division of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad, who, having been seriously injured 
in an accident which was due to the careless- 
ness of his engineer, sued for compensation 
for his injuries. The law of Ohio as to the lia- 
bility of railroads for injuries sustained by 
employés through the negligence or fault of 
other employés er much farther than the 
common law rule. A few other States Indi: 
ana, Colorado, Georgia, and others—have legis- 
lated to the same effect and failroud employés 
have been striving for a long time to get such 
laws passed in all the States. 

The case was tried in the United States 
Courts of Ohio, the defendant being a Mary- 


land corporation, and the Judge iustructed the 


jury that the company should be held liable if 
the injury resulted from the negligence or 
carelessness of one of its employés eo placed 
in authority over the fireman as to direct and 
control him, this being the rule in Ohio, where 
the eccident occurred. 

The Supreme Court overtuled this instruc- 
tion, stating that the court had held halfa 
century ago that it was only bound to follow 
the construction adopted by local tribunals in 
cases involving things having a permanent 
locality, such es real estate, and the United 
States statute on which the decision was based 


had not been changed by Congress. Then Mr.. 


Justice Brewer, who delivered the opinion, 
went on to say: 


We think the authorities of this court speak 
with one unvarying voice that the relations of a 
railway company to its employés present matters 
of general and not of local law, and when we look 
at the nature of things we are satisfied that is a 
correct exposition. The great transportation busi- 
ness of this country, as carried on by railroads, 
is largely inter-State today, whatever it may have 
been in times past. Can it be that a railroad 
company, like the plaintitt here, is subject as it 
passes from State to State to a different law in

CHILDREN AT THE FAIR. 

Near the Woman's Building at Jackson 
Park is an edifice designed for the accommo- 
dation of the small children whose parents 
take them to the Fair, but who do not wish to 
have the trouble and care of them while there. 
For asnall fee the child can be left in the 
hands of trustworthy nurses and can stay con- 
tentedly in the comfortable playground which 
has been provided until its parents are ready 
to leave. There will be toys with which the 
young ones can amuse themselves if they do 
not care to play with one another. 

This children’s building, the existence of 
which ig due to the thoughtfulness of the 
Board of Lady Managers, will be of the great- 
est value in the case of families visiting the 
Fair. Outsiders will not be likely to bring 
their small children to the city with thei, but 
with many Chicagoans it will be different. 
Often when the father and mother decide to 
go to the Exposition they will have to take the 
junior members of the family along because 
they will have nobody to whom to intrust 
them. This will happen especially on such 
holidays as the Fourth of July, when every- 
body will want to be at Jackson Park. Noth- 
ing can suit the convenience of the mothers 


“more than to be able to free their arms of 


their small charges so that they themselves 
can see ‘more with less fatigue. 

It is understood, however, that no one under 
2 years will be taken charge of in the. chil- 
dren’s building. Perhaps on reflection thuse 
who are in control will decide that it is best 
to lower the limit somewhat. If they do they 
will benefit still more the wives of Chicago 
workingmen, so many of whom will be unable 
to visit the Fair unless they do take their little 
children with them. At present there would 
be no great demand for such accommoda- 
tions for the babies, but there will be in a few 
weeks when everything is in full * order 
at the Fair. 


HOME RULE SECOND CHAMBER CLAUSE, 

Though many of the extreme Radicals like 
Mr. Labouchere, Mr. Story, and Mr. Saunders 
must have voted with the bulk of the Union- 
iate in favor of T. W. Russell’s motion to strike 
out the second chamber clause of the home 
rule dill Wednesday, it was defeated by u ma- 
jority of 51, eight more than the party major- 
ity. Russell was not sincere in offering his 
amendment. His purpose was to confuse the 
supporter? of the bill, The philosophical 
Radicals who follow the lead of Mr. Story are 
on principle opposed to the idea of a second 
chamber. Russell, no doubt, thought that by 


detaching them from the Gladstonians he 


might bring about the defes of the govern- 
ment on a vital clause. But there are Tories 
who firmly believe in the principle of the sec- 
ond chamber and they refused to follow the 
lead of the solitary Irish Unionist m opposi- 
tion to it. The clause is really essential to the 
sutcessful working of the home rule scheme. 
It is that which is intended tosafeguard the 
rights of the minority. The second chamber 
is to consist of property-owners elected by 
rate-payers assessed in the sum of $100 on 
their real property or leasehold value. In the 
northern counties, in those around Dublin, 
and in some of the western ‘this rather 
high franchise will result in the election 
of conservative men to the second 
chamber. They will be able to check 
the radical tendencies of the second 
brach elected on what really will be a man- 
hood suffrage basis. In this second branch 
there will be many wild-eyed youths like Wil- 
lie Redmond with extreme projects of all 
kinds, while there will algo be many theorists 
like Michael Davitt promoting fad measures 
based on liberty-equality-and-fraternity prin- 
ciples. The second chamber will stand as a 
barrier agaiust the proposals of such men. 
Fora mercurial, emotional people like the 
Irish, as for the French, a second chamber 
seems a necessity. Perhaps England or Scot- 
land would be better governed without one. 


Lapy Anmomm indeed has worked hard 
and zealously and with considerable success 
to promote the Irish village exhibit at the 
World’s Fair and deserves the warmest thanks 
the warm-hearted Irish people can extend to 
her.
